Experiments two years ago sug­ 
gested to Navy and Weather Bu­ 
reau experts that seeding clouds 
with silver iodide crystals could 
soften the destructive winds. 
From now until Nov. I the sci­ 
entists will attem pt to duplicate 
the 
1961 
experiments conducted 
while Hurricane Esther was rag­ 
ing. 
“Ii the results of the experi­ 


ment duplicate those of 1961,” the 
Navy said, “ an important step 
will have been taken in the battle 
to ameliorate the destructive fury 
of hurricanes.” The next step, the 
Navy said, will be to seek ways 
of magnifying the scale of the ex­ 
periment and thus the reduct.on 
of winds. 
The experiment is called Storm 
fury and got its start seven years 
ago after catastrophic hurricanes 
struck the U.S. East Coast 
Eleven airplanes w ill be used 


rn this year’s operation, seven sup­ 
plied by the Navy and four by 
the Weather Bureau. 
Silver iodide crystals are simi­ 
lar in .structure to ice crystals. 
When silver iodide is ejected into 
clouds, moisture gathers OO the 
crystals and freezes. In the proc­ 
ess, energy is released in tilt form 
of latent heat. 
In the 1961 test, visual and ra ­ 
dar observations indicated that a 
relatively small “ chimney” near 
the eye serves as the primary en­ 
ergy source of a hurricane.

Clarity about Knockout Drops

vious testimony as a prosecution 
witness, was that there was three 
gram s of chloral hydrate in the 
body of Campbell County Sheriff 
George Ratterman as a whole at 
9 a rn.

Cleveland 
testified he believed the knockout 
drops were given between IO and 
ll p.m. on the night of May 8 
In overruling defense objection

Swinford said: 
“ This is one of the significant 
factors in this case. It is being 
done out of the presence of Hie 
jury and it may not be necessary 
to tell the jurors but they may ask 
and it is important that it be 
clear in my mind.”

SACRAMENTO. Calif. (AP) — 
A brawling special session of Hie 
California Legislature fought its 
way toward a close today. 
Only approval of a $50 million 
school support bill—with neither 
the money nor the term s urged 
by Gov. Edmund G. Brown—re- 
marjned to end 25 days of battling 
over 
taxes, 
spending 
and 
just 
plain politics. 
Republicans took up the cry of 
“ bossism” in the aftermath of a 
lock-in vote by Democrats, exer­ 
cising a 52-28 majority, to tighten 
their already firm grip on the as­ 
sembly. 
The Democrats, led by Speaker 
Jesse M. Unruh, retaliated swift­ 
ly against the GOP holdout on 
passage of a $106 supplemental 
state budget that forced the lower 
house into a 24-hour session. 
The 
heavy oak 
doors 
finally 
were opened and the lock-in lifted 
shortly after noon Wednesday as 
nine 
Republicans 
provided 
the 
margin for the required two-thirds 
vote or 54. The final day was 60 
to 17. 
Tempers flared high again as 
the Democrats rammed through, 
47-26, a change in rules to give 
them the iron-clad control over 
choosing the speaker and com­ 
mittee chairmen.

Cape Canaveral, where the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad­

acquiring

acres on which to erect facilities 
of almost incredible dimension. 
There also is furious construc­ 
tion activity on Cape Canaveral’s 
original 15,000-acre plot as launch­ 
ing equipment and pads are read 
ied for the two-man Project Gem­ 
ini space flights slated to start next 
year and for early tests of the 
Apollo moonship and other space 
vehicles.

construction 
workers are on the job. In 12 
months there will be about 9,000. 
In the next three years, $1.7 bil­ 
lion will be 
spent on building 
work. 
The space agency is paying an 
estimated $55 million for the land 
on M erritt Island and on a tihin 
strip of offshore territory north of 
the present cape boundaries.

Cooler Days Ahead 


Everybody talks about the weather, al­ 
though not all remarks are printable. But 
there is always the consolation that it will 
not stay like this forever. 
The first days of August constitute the 
hottest period of the average year, accord­ 
ing to Weather Bureau records. In early 
August the effect of heat accumulated 
through long hours of summer sun is final­ 
ly overbalanced by the effects of shorter 
hours of daylight and the more acute angle 
of the sun's rays. Average temperatures 
soon begin to decline. 
During the first half of September the 


days will be as short as in the first week 
of April when average temperatures are 
20 degrees cooler. WThv is that? Because 
the lengthening days of April are still 
fighting the winter’s accumulated surplus 
of cold, while the shortening days of Sept­ 
ember are s l o w l y reducing the summer 
surplus of heat. 
Days have been becoming shorter for 
more than a month, and that is why most 
sections of the nation can look forward to 
somewhat cooler weather — in term s of 
long averages, anyway — in a few weeks. 


Lariats No Longer Needed 


There have been discussions in print of 
the prospect of cow hands soon being able 
to hang up their boots, saddles and lariats 
— all because a man in Nebraska has in­ 
vented 
mechanical animal catcher. This 
contraption rides the range on the front 
end of a rancher’s car or tractor,

Their educational program 
is 
designed to protect school-age chil­ 
dren through wise restriction! that 
are understandable to the child. 
These doctors emphasize that pre­ 
teen and teenage 
children 
react 
adversely to arbitrary rules that 
“don’t make sense” to them. 
Regulations, therefore, must be 
thoroughly explained before chil­ 
dren will grasp the wisdom of the 
limitations imposed on them. When 
children are shown the elaborate 
precautions and preparations of 
safety taken by sidn divers a n d 
mountain climbers — sportsmen 
they 
respect — rules of safety 
cease to be “sissy” over-protec­ 
tions. 
, 
When safety advice Is not mere­ 
ly a line-up of “Don’ts”, children 
appreciate the needs for specific 
rules and actually enjoy the se­ 
curity of the limits established for 
them. 
The safety program points out 
the dangers of fireworks. 
Fireworks have no place in the 
hands of children. The momentary 
fun of an explosion can hardly 
compensate for the serious injur­ 
ies that so frequently are associat­ 
ed with the handling of fireworks. 
Outdoor cooking, a universal hob­ 
by s h o u l d have careful inspec­ 
tion for hidden dangers. If chemi­ 
cal fire starters are used, their 
exact safety limits must be known 
to anyone who uses them. 
The use of gasoline by impatient 
outdoor chefs has been responsi­ 
ble for uncontrollable fire and per­ 
sonal harm. 
Rotary lawn mowers, unless pro­ 
perly handled, can be safety haz­ 
ards. 
Sometimes small 
pebbles 
can be shot backwards with the 
speed of a bullet. Special safety 
guards are available and should 
be attached to these lawn mowers 
Automobiles probably represent 
the greatest threat to the life and 
limb of children, both as passeng 
ers and as pedestrians. The value 
of safety belts cannot be overem­ 


phasized. RuTes for crossing streets 
must be 
carefully defined and 
strictly observed. 
Swimming, one of the great plea­ 
sures of summertime, can be con­ 
verted into tragedy if strict safety 
rules are not adhered to. Parents 
must establish the patterns f o r 
summer safety by demonstrating 
their own respect for the poten­ 
tial dangers of water sports. 
Firm rules about boating must 
be unwavering. S m a l l children 
shouTd not be taken in a boat un­ 
less they are wearing a life belt 
and are with a responsible adult. 
Standing in boats must be rigidly- 
forbidden. 
Canoes are meant only for swim­ 
mers. 
When such safety restrictions are 
reviewed, it is apparent that they 
do not in any way diminish the 
pleasure of any summer activity. 
Suggest to your children that 
they become leaders in this cam­ 
paign for safety. They and their 
friends will find that there is wid­ 
er latitude in fun with the restric­ 
tion of rules than there is with the 
restriction of accidents.

The biggest recent boost in Day­ 
ton's drive toward pre-em inence) 
am ong Ohio’s —and the nation's j 
—cities is paying off right now in 
an em pty field east of the city. 
There, on a 635-acre tract, con­ 
struction men and m achines are 
building a university which cam e 
about because grass-and-concrete 
root level Daytonian dug deeply 
to inaugurate som ething 
which 
has been called “ unprecedented.” 
V oluntarily and entirely without 
governm ent 
assistance, 
Dayton 
area citizens raised a total of SH.- 
037,000 in cash in the nam e of ed­ 
ucation. 
P art of the money went to the 
burgeoning but privately operated 
U niversity of Dayton (IID ), which 
lately has taken on such a tenor; 
of being a 
com m unity-supported 
school 
that 
even 
schools 
which 
really are city or m unicipal uni­ 
versities envy it. 
H alf of the cash, though, went 
to create — literally 
from 
the 
ground up—a brand new state un­ 
iversity. 
Ohio State and Miami universi­ 
ties, both state-supported institu 
tions, agreed to sponsor the new 
school. 
Education in Dayton 
is 
only 
capped by college and university 


work, however. A new junior col­ 
lege specifically geared to m eet 
the needs of data processing and 
autom ation 
is 
being 
established 
privately. 
Two other cofleges and the Day­ 
ton art institute play key roles in 
Dayton’s educational dram a. Six 
business schools, 32 public and all 
parochial high schools, 
including 
junior high schools, and 114 pub­ 
lic and 25 parochial elem entary 
school’s assure the higher institu 
tions of a continuing input of edu 
cation-eager minds. 
Even if they did not, however, 
the 
Dayton 
m etropolitan 
a r e a 
would, for, in a very real sense, 
any 
story 
dealing 
with 
Dayton 
m ust not only concern itself with 
the core city but m ust also tell of 
the m ore than 550.000 persons who 
live 
outside 
D ayton’s 
political 
boundaries. 
The three-county M ontgomery- 
Greene-M iami complex, while not 
welded rigidly in one m ass, nev­ 
ertheless m akes the Dayton area 
a force to be reckoned with far 
beyond the lim ited outlines of the 
core city.

Federal Data 
Indicate Chance 
OI Inflation 


But Most Business 
Leaders Doubt Any 
Runaway Is Coming 


NEW YORK (AP) — New gov­ 
ernm ent 
statistics 
invite 
fears 
that inflation may be straining at 
the leash again. 
Businessmen seem agreed that 
it probably won't get loose. But 
they concede there has been more 
price raising 
in 
recent 
months 
than there has been in a 
long 
tim e. 


The governm ent cost of living 
index for June took its biggest 
spurt in months, reaching a rec­ 
ord high of 106.6 per cent. 
This specific figure, strongly in­ 
fluenced by an unusual increase 
in sugao* prices, can 't be taken 
too seriously by itself. But busi­ 
nessm en are studying the index 
for what it reveals about the over­ 
all pattern. 
For years that pattern has been 
deflationary. 
rn any 
businessm en 
say. There has been a 
buyers’ 
m arket, with stiff price com peti­ 
tion, since about 1058. 
During 
this 
perios, 
wholesale 
price indices 
slipped 
downward 
and retail 
averages 
held 
about 
steady. 
The 
cost-of-living 
index 
inched upw ard, but this was al­ 
most exclusively because of high­ 
er charges for services (haircuts 
up 12 per cent, hospital care up 
32 per cent, etc.), shelter and tax­ 
es. Food prices have been alm ost 
steady for several years. 
Real estate prices kept rising 
longer, partly because of proper­ 
ty taxes but by last year, they 
too had about flattened out. 
U.S. Steel tried unsuccessfully 
to boost its prices bringing the 
historic clash with President Ken­ 
nedy in the spring of 1962. 
This spring, the steel industry 
tried 
again 
but 
on 
a 
sm aller 
scale. This tim e it worked. 
Shortly 
afterw ard, 
alum inum 
producers gingerly 
raised some 
prices. Some brass 
and 
copper 
m akers followed suit. Then cam e 
more alum inum boosts. 
At about the sam e tim e, sugar 
prices zoomed from 
near-record 
depths to near-record heights. 
Some see a new inflationary cli­ 
m ate em erging from these devel­ 
opments. 
Many 
econom ists 
say 
this is illusionary, however. 
“ It’s certainly a lot easier to 
raise prices now than 
it wats,” 
said one, “but this is 
not 
any 
trend. At best, it’s a very m oder­ 
ate drift.” 
The 
sugar 
and 
cocoa 
rises, 
these economists say, are highly 
individual things, having little to 
do with the general economy. And 
both, especialy sugar, appear to 
be headed downward again. 
Many business econom ists sum 
up t h e price level situation t h i s 
way: 
Competition, 
both 
foreign and 
dom estic, wbll m ake it hard for 
producers to push 
their 
prices 
very high very' fast. 
The high level of unem ploym ent 
will discourage labor unions from 
pushing their dem ands too vigor­ 
ously and forcing prices up. 
The adm inistration, faced with 
a continuing balance of paym ents 
age any general price increases.

shouldn’t, because the wood can 
draw up ground m oisture like a 
wick. and once this moi.sture gets 
into the wood it can ruin the best 
p aint ,K>b in the world as it forces 
Its way out again. 
Any gap in the siding lietween 
two pieces of board or where the 
siding m eets a door 
or 
window 
fram e should be caulked 
A l s o 
caulk armind openings for utilities, 
vents and other breaks in the sur­ 
face 
While 
you re 
checking 
this, 
check to see w hether there are 
any era; keel or broken boards that 
should be rep laced or loose boards 
renailed 
All nailheads should be 
p rim ed with an anticorrosive p ri­ 
m er unless they are m st-proof. 
Any m etal objects attached to 
siding should be prim ed to p revent 
rusting which will stain the new 
paint.

So this is the year and the time 
for painting the exterior of your 
house! Then there are a number of 
things to be done to assure your­ 
self of 
a 
successful, 
satisfying, 
long lasting paint job. 
First of all, invest in the best 
quality paint. It costs less in the 
long run because it covers better, 
lasts longer and stays brighter. 
As to choice of color, whatever 
you choo.se should tie in well with 
the colors used by your neibhbors 
Some coloro complement each oth­ 
er; others clash. Avoid “fad col­ 
ors, because a quality paint job 
will last a number of years and 
you may tire of orange or mauve, 
let us say. long before repainting 
is needed. 
Now comes the vital prelimin­ 
ary work. 
Check first to see whether the 
siding or other wood 
of 
which 
your house is made comes into 
contact with 
the 
ground. 
It 
shouldn’t, because the wood can 
draw up ground moisture Uke a 
wick, and once this moisture gets 
into the wood it can ruin the best 
paint .job in the world as it forces 
its way out again. 
Any gap in the siding between 
two pieces of board or where the 
siding meets a door 
or 
window 
frame should be caulked. A l s o 
caulk around openings for utilities, 
vents and other breaks in the sur­ 
face. 
While 
you're 
checking 
this, 
check to see whether there are 
any cracked or broken boards that 
should be replaced or loose boards 
renailed. All nailheads should be 
primed with an anticorrosive pri­ 
mer unless they are rust proof. 
Any metal objects attached to 
siding should be primed to prevent 
rusting which will stain the new 
paint. 
Take a look at the windows, ex­ 
amining the putty. If it is dried 
out, loose and crumbly, scrape it 
away. Prime the sash with house 
paint before replaying. 
By this time you have probably 
reached the gutters. Examine them 
to see that they have not been bent 
out of shape by last winter’s heavy 
weather. Look for rusit that should 
be brushed away before repaint­ 
ing the gutters. Ifs a good idea to 
screen over gutters and drain pip 
es to prevent leaves and twigs 
from blocking them up. 
Check the roof to see whether 
any shingles have been loosened 
Look at the flashing around chim­ 
neys, pipes and in the valleys of 
slanting roof sections. Perhaps the 
caulking around them needs to be 
renewed. 
If shingles are broken or miss­ 
ing, or if the flashing is not intact, 
better entrust the work to a roof­ 
ing contractor. 
As you cover the house, examine 
for areas of loose, flaky peeling 
or blistered 
paint. Loose 
paint 
should be brushed away before any 
repainting is done and bare wood 
primed with the primer necom 
mended by the manufacturer of 
the house paint you intend to u.ie 
And as you assist Friend Hus­ 
band in this big painting job, ad­ 
vise him that blistering paint indi­ 
cates that moisture has got into 
the siding and 
has 
cracked 
the 
paint as it forced its way outside. 
This moisture may have come 
from outside because ct leaks in 
the roof or other causes, but most 
moisture is generated within the 
house and 
has 
forced its 
way 
through the interior walls. 
There are several ways of eli-

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Severe Tests for 
Nation's Rockets 


CLEVELAND (AP) — National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration researchers at Lewis Re­ 
search Center plan to set up a 
powerful Centaur rocket atop an 
Atlas booster for a rugged series 
of tests. 


The Atlas booster will be put 
under 
a 
crushing 
weight—m ore! 
weight than it has ever been ask­ 
ed to boost into the skies. Trem ­ 
endous bending forces wilf be ap­ 
plied. 
The tests are planned at Plum 
Brook, 
near 
Sandusky, 
where 
Lewis Center operates a test nu­ 
clear reactor. At the sam e site 
Lewis- Center is investing $25 mil­ 
lion into a huge vacuum chamber, 
which will be the most extensive 
facility available for testing space 
power system s on the ground. 
In the electric propulsion labor­ 
atory at Lewis Center in Cleve­ 
land researchers plan to run for 
a period of three years a test 
model of an electric engine whose 
whisper-light 
jet 
thurst 
might 
some day propel man across the 
vast reacres of space. 
All this activity is part of Lewis 
Center’s 
formula 
for 
space 
re­ 
search: 
Before sending anything 
into space run it through the most 
rigorous ground tests under condi 
tions simulating actual operating 
conditions. 
Under the leadership of Dr. Abe 
Silverstein, the center’s energetic 
director, Lewis researchers apply 
this credo in a wide range of proj­ 
ects as they help lay the ground­ 
work for space spectaculars of the 
future. 
Lewis Center, which has mush­ 
roomed in the last few years, has 
been a headquarters for propul­ 
sion research for two decades. The 
1,800 scientists and engineers work 
on a wide range of projects, from

over by Lewis Center last fall. 
Actual construction of the rocket 
is in the hands of General Dyna- 
mics-astronautics. 
As an exam ple of the many po­ 
tential problems that are revealed 
by thorough analysis and testing, 
Lundin cited the fuel slosh prob­ 
lem in Centaur. Repeated bending 
of the rocket, whose thin skin is 
not heavy enough to keep the big 
rocket rigid, causes fuel to slosh 
around in the tanks. 
In the upper atm ospher, where 
the rocket may meet strong, gusty 
winds, the sloshing can set up 
farces that would break up the 
rocket. 
To 
correct 
the 
problem 
the 
shape and size of the fuel tanks 
was altered. 
Centaur, which is scheduled to 
carry an instrumented package to 
the moon, possible next year, flew 
once, in May 1962, and exploded 
after 55 seconds. 
The Atlas booster has been a 
workhorse in the space program , 
but is being included in the tests 
here, 
Lundin 
said, 
because 
it 
never before lifted

heavy as Centaur. 
“ The Centaur weighs about 39,- 
000 pounds loaded,” said the tall 
ascetic Lundin.

then quit for the day , while Ne­ 
groes were still waiting in line to 
file ap p lications. Or they rejected 
ap p lications on technical grounds. 
For examp le, on March 
1 7 , 1 9 6 1 , 
after a long legal battle, a fed­ 
eral court in Alabama ruled on a 
lawsuit involving Macon County 
The judge wrote in his memoran 
durn that: 
“ 18 affiants, more than half of 
whom had college or advanced de­ 
grees, were rejected for such in­ 
consequential.

He ordered the board to register 
64 Negroes and to give p riority 
attention to 400 ap p licants on the 
waiting list.

Ross Barnett, 
ascribed the small number of reg­ 
istered Negroes in his state to oth­ 
er causes. In a cop y righted inter­ 
view with U.S. News and World 
Rep ort,” he said

fewer Negro voters include illiter­ 
acy , ap athy , and the law requir­

TUSKEGEE, Ala. (AP) — The 
Negro woman says she is 50 years 
old and wants to register to vote. 
She doesn’t know the procedure, 
never having done it. 
In the offices of the Tuskegee 
Civic Association, a Negro organi­ 
zation. they give her a sample 
copy of the Alabama registratin 
form. Slowly, studying it line by 
line, she fills in the form. A TC A 
official finds some minor errors 
but otherwise, he says, the papers 
are in order. He tells her where, 
and on which days, she can file 
a real application. If it is accept­ 
ed. she will be a registered voter. 
A reporter questions her. She 
says, simply: 
“ I just want to become a citi­ 
zen of our country. Being regis­ 
tered will make me a full citizen.” 
This 
scene—with 
its 
im m ense 
potentialities for the Negro m ove­ 
ment—is being re-enacted in hun­ 
dreds of cities in the South today. 
It is the result of the voter-reg- 
istration drive. 
Throughout 
the 
South, 
Negro 
organizations are working to reg­ 
ister more of their people, thou­ 
sands of men and women who 
never voted before. As the num­ 
ber grows, the political leverage 
of the Negro increases. Here, po­ 
tentially, is a powerful weapon in 
his fight against segregation. 
The drive moves through many 
channels. 
The woman in Tuskegee may 
have decided to try to register 
after hearing a constantly repeat- 


bill. 
Elsewhere. Negro workers can­ 
vass a residential district on reg­ 
istration days, ringing doorbells. 
If the housewife isn’t registered, 
they urge her to go to the court­ 
house immediately. If she has no 
transportation, they provide it. If 
she says she can’t leave her chil­ 
dren, they offer to baby-sit. 
Another device 
is 
the 
‘‘voter 
clinic.” This is a meeting in which 
Negro instructors show would-be 
applicants 
the 
technicalities 
of 
registering, how to correctly fill 
out the forms. In Tuskegee alone, 
during the month of June, there 
were 19 such “ clinics.” 
And there is the famous Ala 
bama mule. He walks through the 
streets of Huntsville, carrying a 
sandwich 
billboard. 
The 
sign 
reads, “I’m not registered because 
I’m a mule. What's your excuse?” 
Speaking of the voter registra­ 
tion drives, Bishop George W. Ba­ 
ber of the African Methodist Epis­ 
copal Church said: 
“The objectives of the campaign 
would be 
accomplished 
substan­ 
tially by registering and voting 
every single, eligible voter within 
sight or hearing of our member­ 
ship. Our goal is a minimum of 
two 
million 
new 
Negro 
voters, 
North and South.” 
The 
movement is steady 
and 
seems to be gaining momentum. 
What are the results? 
Exact figures for the South as 
a whore are not complete. How­ 
ever, the Department of Justice 
and the Southern Regional Coun­ 


cil’s 
“voter 
education 
project” 
pinpoint the changes in some spe­ 
cific areas. 
In 
Tennessee's 
Haywood 
and 
Fayette Counties, a Justice Der 
partment official said, Negro reg­ 
istration has jumped from 150 to 
about 5,000 in five years. 
Bullock County, Ala., had four 
Negro voters on the rolls in 1961, 
he said. Now the figure is 1,341. 
In the city of Montgomery, the 
rate of 
registration, of 
Negroes 
used to be about 200 a year. Now 
it is about 200 per month, he said. 
Statistics on l l Southern states, 
compiled by the Southern Region­ 
al Council, indicate that about one- 
fourth of the Negroes of voting 
age are registered. The figures 
show a totar of 5,045,000, of whom 
1,344.000 
are 
registered.

sometimes by as much as five to 
one — many devices have been 
used to keep political power in 
the hands of the whites. 
Registration boards met irregu­ 
larly and at widely spaced inter­ 
vals. 
They worked 
slowly, 
and 
then quit for the day, while N e­ 
groes were still waiting in line to 
file applications. Or they rejected 
applications on technical grounds. 
For example, on March 17, 1961, 
after a long legal battle, a fed 
eral court in Alabama ruled on a 
lawsuit involving Macon County. 
The judge wrote in his memoran­ 
dum that: 
“ 18 affiants, more than half of 
whom had college or advanced de 
grees, were rejected for such in 
consequential, 
formal, 
technical 
m istakes.” 
He ordered the board to register 
64 Negroes and to give priority 
attention to 400 applicants on the 
waiting list. 
Similarly, 
in 
testimony before 
the House Judiciary Committee 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Robert 
F. 
Kennedy 
said: 
“In one county, Negroes have 
been required to copy and inter 
pret long, archaic sections of the 
state constitution, and then have 
been 
rejected 
for omissions 
of 
punctuation. 
Whites, 
meanwhile 
have been asked to copy such sim ­ 
ple provisions as, ‘There shall be 
no imprisonment for debt.’ ” 
Mississippi’s Gov. Ross Barnett, 
ascribed the small number of reg­ 
istered Negroes in his state to oth­ 
er causes. In a copyrighted inter­ 
view with U.S. News and World 
Report,” he said: 
“The primary reasons for the 
fewer Negro voters include illiter­ 
acy, apathy, and the law requir­ 
ing payment of a poll tax. So 
many Negroes are not qualified 
to vote.” 
As Negro voting strength 
in­ 
creases, what are the political im ­ 
plications for a candidate for pub­ 
lic office in the South? 
There have been indications al­ 
ready—although it is difficult to 
say with certainty—that the N e­ 
gro vote tipped the balance in 
certain elections. Some residents 
of Birmingham, Ala., for example, 
say Negro ballots ousted T. Eu­ 
gene (Bull) Connor from the city 
government. 
Others 
are not so 
sure. 
In any case, the thousands of 
new Negro votes can be expected 
today to go to 
the 
man 
with 
“ moderate” views on segregation 
and against the candidate running 
on a program of strict “white su­ 
prem acy.”
